Besides with the troops now 
being1 sent to Cuba, the army will short- 
ly have at least CO,COO men on territory 
beyond the coast line of this country 
who could be summarily detached nnd 
brought home. The war department now 
Insists upon retaining tho. army nl ita 
present strength nnd refuses every up- 
plicnllon for the discharge of regiments 
This it doubtless In part due to a desire 
to bring pressure to bear upon congress 
in favor of the proposed enlargement ol 
the regular army. 


Similar conditions are presented In the 


navy, where there are now 20.CCO men 
service, while the law limits (fie peace 
•strength to 1?,5CO, Including apprentices 
The navy department believes that 12.000 
men will not man the number of war 
ships the government must of necessity 
retain in commission, even with peace 
formally declared, and that to sudden)} 
muster out all sailors above the IAW limit 
would necesjtlate uniting Dewey's fleet 
In half, and those on all other stations in 
the fame proportion.

Other Problems Yet to bo

Washington, Dec. 13.—The renewa! of 


diplomatic relations with Spain win soon 
be a queslion for consideration by this 
ffovernmont.

diplomatic relations, and Spain may con- 
tinue to show her resentment toward 
this country by delaying for sosne lime 
to designate a minister to Washington.
